WASHINGTON, June 5.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in an unmistakably 
clear formal statement, announced 
today that, if Japan persists in the 
use of poisonous and noxious gases 
against China or any other of the 
United Nations, this Government 
will retaliate in kind and in full 
measure as though such action had 
been taken against the United 


States 
The formal statement follows: 
“Authoritative reports are reach- 
ing this Government of the use by 
Japafiese armed forces in various 
localities of China of poisonous or 


warfare against China or against 
any other of the United Nations, 


such action will be regarded by | P 


this Government as though taken 
against the United States, and re- 


® taliation in kind and in full meas- 


ure will be meted out. We shall 
be prepared to enforce complete 
retribution. Upon Japan will rest 
the responsibility.” 

No Clear Report on Europe. 

The President acknowledged the 
prevalence of reports that the Ger- 
hans have used poison gas in Eu- 

ype, but observed that these were 
not yet. authoritative. He declined 
to go on record as to what action 
this Government would take if the 
European reports proved true. To- 
day's formal statement, he said, 
had been carefully prepared by the 
State Department. 

The reports regarding the Japa- 
nese, he said, were detailed and 
covered several instances. He 
would not disclose how long a 
period they covered.

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21 KILLED IN JOLIET SHELL 
PLANT BLAST; 36 MISSING 


for 50 


60 Others Injured in Explosion at Huge El- 
* wood Works—Sound Heard 


Miles. 


JOLIET, Tll.,. June 5 (AP).— 
Twenty-one persons were killed and 
36 missing in a terrific explosion 
today which destroyed one building 


of the Elwood Ordnance Plant, one 
of the largest in the nation. 

Capt. David P. Tunstall, Army 
public relations officer, reported 
on the dead and missing. He said 
in addition 60 persons were iin- 
jured. 

Four of the victims were identi- 
fied and authorities worked at the 
slow process of identifying the 
others by fingerprints. ; 

The Army said 61 persons were 
treated for injuries at the post 
hospital. Of these, 30 were soon 
discharged. Many of the injured 
had been working on ramps out- 
side the shipping building or had 
been struck by debris some dis- 
tance away. 

The blast, heard for a radius of 
50 miles at 2:45 a. m., destroyed 
the shipping building of Group 
Two of the Elwood Ordnance shell 
loading plant. ~ 

Capt. David P. Tunstall, Army 


press relations officer, said there 
was no hint, of sabotage, but that 
its possibility would be investigat- 
ed by a board of inquiry. 

Lieut. Col. Don M. Hoffman, 
commanding officer, probably will 
convene the board of inquiry. 

Dr. H. L, Schultz, medical direct- 
or, was in charge of rescue opera- 
tions. 

Except for the second group, all 
Elwood units. were operating as 
usual today and officials said the 
second group would be back in 
production as soon as packing and 
shipping arrangements are made. 

Capt. Tunstall said the wrecked 
building, a brick and concrete one 
story structure about 75 feet wide 
and 275 feet long, housed only the 
shipping facilities of one unit of 
the plant. 

Under censorship, there was no 
information about the total num- 
ber of units in the $30,000,000 El- 
wood Arsenal, which covers a 
1650-acre manufacturing area and 
has 85 miles of railroad tracks 
within 44 miles of fence. The plant 
is in Will County south of Joliet.

Establishment of the new nine- 
member committee, within the 
War Production Board, is expected 
to be followed in a few days by 
announcement of a combined 
British-American food board, with 
Wickard as the chief American 
representative. 

The new committee will deter- 
mine civilian, military and foreign 
food requirements, Nelson an- 
nounced, and has authority to 
speed up or curtail domestic out- 
put of foods “as well as the im- 
portation of foods and agricul- 
tural materials from which food 
are derived.” 

The new agency will chart Gov- 
ernment policies “affecting the eat- 
ing habits of, every man and 
woman in the country,” Nelson 
said, but food rationing will con- 
tinue to be administered by the 
Office of Price Administration. De- 
cisions of the food requirements 
committee will be final, subject to 
approval of the WPB. 

Besides Wickard, the committee 
consists of L. 8. Stinebower, State 
Department; Brig. Gen. Carl A. 
Hardigg, War Department; Rear 
Admiral W. B. Young, Navy; W. 
B. Parker, Board of Economic 
Warfare; Dr. John Orchard, Office 
of Lease-Lend Administration; Ro- 
land 8S. Vaile, Division of Civilian 
Supply of WPB; Douglas C. Town- 
son, Division of Industry Opera- 
tions of WPB, and T. L. Daniels, 
Materials Division of WPB.

Japanese forces pressed to a point 
45 miles west of India’s Burma 
frontier, the British announced to- 
day that the largest convoy of re- 
inforcements. ever to come to the 
defense of India had been unloaded 
at eastern India ports. 

The reinforcements included 
light and heavy anti-aircraft guns, 
British and American light and 
heavy tanks and a large number of 
both fighting and technical per- 
sonnel, | 

‘The convoy put into Indian ports 
early in May and was so big it 
could not be handled at any one 
port. It came through without 
loss. 

Among the troops were some 
Indian soldiers trained in Britain 
and other troops with battle expe-: 
rience in France and Libya. Crews 
for Hurricane fighters and Amer- 
ican-built Kittyhawks now operat- 
ing in India arrived on the convoy, 
The. number of troops and quan- 
tity of materiel was described as 
possibly the largest ever to leave 
the United Kingdom. 

A British spokesman said Jap- 
anese t had reached Homalin, 
45 miles east of the India-Burma 
border, and were continuing to 
rush troops up the Chindwin River 
in Burma. Homalin is on the 
Chindwin, 200 miles northwest of 
Mandalay.* 


8000 Japs Killed or Wounded

Enemy Seemingly Bent 


on Reducing America’s 
Growing Offensive 
Power in Pacific.

‘WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP).— 
American and Japanese fleet units 
apparently were engaged today in 
one of the greatest battles of the 
Pacific as a result of the enemy’s 
raid yesterday on the strongly gar- 
risoned United States outpost on 
Midway Island. 

Commenting on the communique 
issued at Pearl Harbor early today 
by Admiral Chester W. Nimitz, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Pacific 
fleet, naval experts here empha- 
sized that Nimitz had said “attacks 
on the enemy are continuing.” 

This seemed to indicate, it was 
said, that the fight which started 
at Midway yesterday morning had 
continued for many hours with 
both American and enemy units 
maneuvering for advantage in 
what may be a crucial engagement 
determining the enemy’s ability to 
strike at more vital points, includ- 
ing Pearl Harbor, the United 
States West Coast, Alaska and 
even. the Panama Canal. 


Possibly a Diversion, 

The action off' Midway involved 
not only Japanese aircraft carriers 
but battleships and heavy cruisers. 
As great as this force appeared to 
be, however, there remained g pos- 
sibility that it was engaged in a 
diversionary operation and that a 


gain force was developing an at- 


tack elsewhere. 

It was the first time that Japa- 
nese battleships have been report- 
ed east of home waters. 

There was no immediate indica- 
tion here whether a major part 
of the enemy fleet was involved, 
but observers agreed that the 
presence of so large a force more 
than 2000 miles from Yokohama 
indicated the Japanese were bent 
on reducing America’s growing of- 
fensive power in the Pacific and 
possibly bringing the war within 
threatening distance of the West 
Coast.

Shirts’ Found Guilty 
of Attempting to Incite 
Insubordination. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 5 
(AP).—Convicted on four counts of 
charges that he attempted to in- 
terfere with enlistment and incite 
insubordination in the armed 
forces, George W. Christians is to 
seek a new trial Monday. 

The 53-year-old engineer, self- 
styled commander of the Crusader 
White Shirts, was convicted yester- 
day in United States District 
Court. The jury deliberated two 
hours, 

Pending hearing on the defense 
motion for a new trial, sentence 
was deferred. Maximum sentence 
could be 20 years’ imprisonment 
and $10,000 fine on each count.

WASHINGTON, June 5 -(AP).— 
Following a recommendation of its 
Appropriations Committee, the 
House refused today to vote funds 
to keep the Civilian Conservation

By teller vote of 158 to 121 the 
House rejected an amendment by 
Representative Tarver (Dem.), 
Georgia, to add a $75,818,000 allot- 
ment for the CCC to the $1,058,- 
451,660 supply bill for the Labor 
Department, Social Security Board, 
and kindred Federal agencies. 
The Appropriations Committee, 
by a three-vote margin, had recom- 
mended the elimination of all of 
the CCC funds. 

Immediately after the vote, Tar- 
ver successfully sponsored an 
amendment to appropriate $500,000 
for liquidation of the CCC. He 
said that the organization had 
1500 camps and 32,000 pieces of 
equipment which would be “left 
hanging in the air, so to speak,” 
unless a liquidation fund was ap- 
proved. 

Democratic Backing for Roosevelt. 

House Majority Leader McCor- 
mack (Dem.), Massachusetts, as- 
serted during the debate that the 
opposition to the appropriation 
came chiefly from the Republican 
side of the aisle, and contended 
that the vote “isa test today as to 
whether there is boing to be poli- 
tics in war measures.” 

He contended that the issue was 
one of following the leadership of 
President Roosevelt or of Repre- 
sentative Engel (Rep.), Michigan, 
whose record of opposition to sey- 
eral administration measures he 
attacked.

Checking of Liquor Deal- 
ers Is Near Completion 
‘21 License Renewals 

Opposed.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 5.—An 

audit of sales tax evasions by St. 


Louis and St. Louis County liquor 
and beer dealers, begun by the 
State Sales Tax Department last 
February after the Post-Dispatch 
disclosed such evasions, will be 
completed in another week, Sales 
Tax Supervisor G. Hubert Bates 
said today. He said the final total 
of tax evasions uncovered in the 
audit will be about $600,000. 

So far the department has col- 
lected about $280,000 of the evaded 
taxes revealed in individual audits, 
Bates said, and many dealers have 
made arrangements to pay the 
claims. The department has been 
requiring dealers to pay at least 
half of the sum due and to ar- 
range to pay the balance in 30 
days. 

The Sales Tax Department has 
notified the State Liquor Control 
Department that it will oppose re- 
newal of the annual State license 
of liquor and beer dealers who 
filed fraudulent sales tax reports. 
Licenses expire June 30. Such no- 
tices affecting about 425 St. Louis 
and St. Louis County dealers now 
are pending before the Liquor Con- 
trol Department. 

Bates said his staff had com- 
pleted about 3500 idividual audits 
of liquor and beer dealers in St. 
Louis and St. Louis County, out of 
an estimated 3750 dealers. The 
staff, originally about 60 men, has 
been reduced to 10 men, Bates said. 
The others have been returned -to 
their sales tax duties elsewhere.

From Obscurity in Last 
4 Years—Broke With 


his fight with John L. Lewis, head 
of the United Mine Workers, rose 


Wagner, who resigned as a 
member of the executive board of 
the UMW and has been proposed 
for the presidency of a new union 
if one is formed from revolting 
locals of District 50—the “catch 
all” division of the Mine Workers 
—got his start as a founder of 
the gas house Workers’ union here. 

His first success was as the lead- 
er of the gas house workers’ strike 
of 1935, when the fate of the new 
union was at stake. After three 
and a half months, without a sin- 
gle defection from the ranks of 
570 strikers, the union won rec- 
ognition for its membership from 
the Laclede Gas Light Co., which 
agreed also not to foster a com- 
pany union. 

Now in his early forties, Wagner, 
in 1925, came to St. Louis from 
the Southern Illinois coa] fields, 
where he had worked as a miner, 
getting a job as a $25-a-week serv- 
ice man with the gas company. 
Although without previous union 
experience, he began organizing 
the gas house workers’ union in 
1934 and on March *°%, 1935, the 
day the strike began, was elected 
as its first president and business 


representative. 
With Lewis. 

He held those offices until 1936, 
when Lewis made him a vice-pres- | 
ident of the newly created District 
50, UMW. After a year he was 
appointed president of the district, 
only to be_ removed in October, 
1941, after disagreeing with some 
of the Lewis policies, particularly 
inclusion of dairy farm workers 
in the district. He was then named 
to the executive board of the 
United Mine Workers, which he 
quit Wednesday. 

His former friendly relationship 
with Lewis was no accident. The 
mine union leader and former CIO 
president owed him a debt of grat- 
itude. Originally the gas-house 
workers’ union was an AFL union, 
known as Gas House Workers’ Un- 
ion, Local 18799. When Lewis 
formed the CIO, in 1936, Wagner 
was credited with leading the local 
into the CIO. Lt was the first 
local in St. Louis “to go CIO,” 
adopting its present name of Gas 
and By-Products Coke and Chem- 
ical Workers’ Union, Local No. 


1546 North Fifteenth street. 


But Lewis, with a practical eye

for picking his aids, was not ac- 
tuated by gratitude alone. He had 
checked, the young union leader's 
record, and had noted his skill as 
a negotiator, regarded by Wegner’s 
associates as his principal asset. 
Wagner still serves the loca] union 
in a consultative capacity, and was 
in St. Louis last November, aiding 
in perfecting the wage adjustment 
clause of a new biennial contract. 


Talked With Green. 


Shortly after the strike, the 
gas-house workers here were up 
against an AFL policy to divide 
their membership into craft un- 
ions. Wagner decided to beard 
the lion in his den. He went to 
Washington and won from William 
Green, president of the AFL and 
an arch Lewis enemy, an agree- 
ment to permit the local to con- 
tinue as an industrial union. The 
agreeemnt, however, proved to be 
temporary. Wagner embraced the 
industrial union policy of the CIO, 
later to fall out with what has 
been termed the “dictatorial” atti- 
tude of Lewis, whose mine work- 
ers currently appear about to 
leave the CIO. 


“Marty,” as ‘he is called by his 
St. Louis associates, traveled all 
over the country on behalf of Dis- 
trict 50, and gained widely in per- 
sonal influence in the last four 
years. His new field required him 
to leave here in 1937.

But the 
wear of a retread is directly pro- 
portional to the state of the car- 
cass (the old tire), Dr. Dow said. 
“We do not yet know what mileage 
may be had from a’'thiokol tread 
on a perfect fabric body. We are 
advising that such retreads be not 
operated at speeds higher than 40 
miles an hour. . But, personally, I 
see no reason why higher speeds 
are not equally’ safe.” 

The process, Dr. Dow indicated, 
was of such comparative simplic- 
ity that large scale ‘production 
could begin at an early . date. He 
emphasized also that the necessary 
chemicals were available in this 
country in quantities so that no 
shortage would develop. 

“Chiefly,” he said, “we require 
four of them. The caustic soda 
and the chlorine. we will derive 
from salt. Ethylene we can get 
from oil or, perhaps better still, 
from corn, wheat or any agricul- 
tural waste or surplus by first con- 
verting it into alcohol. Texas alone 
can supply us with all the sulphur 
we shall ever need.’ 

Thiokol retreads, he said, should 
be “comparable in price to those 
of camelback, from, $6 to $8 a tire.” 
Great quantities, he said, probably 
would be earmarked for military 
use. 


AIR RAID HERO SENT ENCED

Holder of George Cross Also Cash- 
lered From Army For Taking 
Funds Improperly.

WHOLESALE PRICE INDEX 
HIGHEST FOR 15: YEARS 


Labor Department Reports Ad- 
vance Is Accountted for by Rise 
in Farm Products. 

WASHINGTON, June 5 (AP).— 
The Labor Department wholesale 
price index advanced .1 per cent in 
the last week of May to 98.8 per 
cent of the 1926 average, the high- 
est point in more than 15 years. 
Continued advances in prices for 
agricultural products, particularly 
livestock, accounted for the ad- 
vance, In the last 12 months the 
index has.risén 16 per cent. 

Except for an advance of more 
than 1 per cent for farm products, 
there was little change in com- 
modity prices in primary markets. 
The advance in prices for livestock 
brought the farm products group 
index to the fiighest point since 
September, 1929.

instrument they have devised. This 
is the vibrocardiogram, which re- 


cords the total number of vibra- 
tions emanating from a heart, by 
which developing muscular weak- 
nesses can be traced and analyzed. 


Built eight years ago but con- 
stantly improved since, the vibro- 
cardiagram at Washington Univer- 
sity is the only one in the world. 
It differs from the electrocardia- 
gram, the instrument commonly 
used to measure heart impulses, in 
that the electrocardiogram only 
records a limited number of the 
total vibrations produced by the 
heart. An electrocardiogram. also 
was used in the execution experi- 
ment. 


Vibrations Are Recorded. 


The vibrocardiogram essentially 
consists of a delicate microphone 
to pick up vibrations and two 
cathode 'ray tubes to record them. 
One tube provides a method of 
photographing the impulses, the 
other motivates a green light 
which dances on a glass screen. 


Vibrations recorded by the in- 
strument fall both within and be- 
low the auditory range of the hu- 
man ear. The frequency of some 
vibrations is less than the ear can 
hear, Dr. Kountz said. As an ex- 
ample, he cited the pulsations pro- 
duced by a truck rolling over brick 
pavement which man can feel but 
not hear.

Fifteen seconds 
after the convict was first exposed 
to the gas, furthermore, they ob- 
served a low frequency wave, giv- 
en off each time the heart con- 
tracted, which is not present in 
tests of a normal heart. This wave 
was not recorded by the electro- 
cardiogram, 


It was two and a half minutes, 
the doctors reported, before the 
electrocardiogram first indicated 
that something was wrong with the 
Negro’s heart, 30 seconds before he 
died.

In this connection, some Chinese 
blame Gen. Wavell for the fall of 
Burma, saying that he failed to 
call in available experienced Chi- 
nese forces. The British reply is 
that Wavell was responsible for the 
whole job of administration and 
supply in the Burma campaign, 
and that, given his difficult supply 
routes, he could not undertake to 
provision a substantial Chinese 
force. 

Returning Americans are doubt- 
ful that aid can be got into China 
short of a full-scale attack on Bur- 
ma, which would drive out the oc- 
cupying Japanese and clear the 
land route through Burma. This 
would take five or six completely 
equipped divisions, plus powerful 
air support. 

Whenever they have conquered 
territory since Dec. 7 the Japanese 
have moved in occupation troops— 
older men unsuited for active com- 
bat—and have immediately moved 
out youthful combat forces for use 
elsewhere. This was true in Ma- 
laya, where immediately after the 
conquest three divisions were taken 
out for use in the final attack on 
Bataan Peninsula in the Philip- 
pines. 

American military sources put 
the total of Japanese engaged in 
the conquests since Dec. 7 at con- 
siderably more’ than the. British 
figure. For example, they say that 
as many as nine or 10 divisions 
were engaged at one time or an- 
other in the Philippines, while the 
British put it at five. Whichever 
figure is accepted, it is obvious that 
the number of men involved has 
been far smaller than the average 
person has been led to believe by 
the amount of space given to the 
battles of the Pacific. 

Looking at the Axis strategy in 
its broadest aspect, it appears quite 
possible that the Japanese may be 
trying to do just what the Nazis 
are attempting to do, and that is 
to knock out the greatest source 
of man power in their path. With-

This testimony comes grudgingly 
from the Iranians, who are tradi- 
tionally afraid of their powerful 
neighbor and had expected the 
Russians to pursue the policy of 
Sovietization employed in Poland 
and the Baltic states. They still 
fear that the exemplary behavior 
may be only temporary. 

The Soviet Army in Northern 
Iran is little more than a token 
force and is spread along the en- 
tire northern frontier, including 
such cities as Tabriz, Pahlevi and 
Mahshed, with a small group con- 
trolling the airport at Teheran. 

At Pahlevi I- disembarked. from 
my Soviet ship onto an Iranian 
dock piled with cases full of Amer- 
ican canned pork, destined for Rus- 
sia. During my mile automo- 
bile drive to Teheran I saw no 
more than 20\Soviet soldiers. 

The Russians had moved into 
this area with practically no re- 
sistance after dropping a few dem- 
onstration bombs. The drive to 
Teheran, aleng the lush southern 
shore of the Caspian, ‘through a 
mile-long tunnel, 10,000 feet above 
the sea, in the snow-crested El- 
burz Mountains and down into the 
parched plain around the city was 
full of interest. 

The life of the Iranians goes on 
in normal fashion. Arab caravdns 
of donkeys and camels ply the; 
highways. Mosques which silhou- 
ette the skyline draw the usual 
throngs of worshippers. 

Teheran is a small city but after 
nine months in Bolshevik Russia 
I felt like Alice in Wonderland 
in this capitalist world. It seemde 
unbelievable that the fruits, vege- 
tables, canned goods and Ameri- 
can and English gadgets, even cig- 
arettes, displayed in profusion, 
could be purchased in any amount 
by anybody who could pay with- 
out red tape or ration card. 

There were service stations that 
sold gasoline in any amounts, ho- 
tels with bathtubs for every room, 
restaurants where you could order 
anything and get it, jazz bands 
and brilliant illumination. 

The first reaction was one of 
pleasure but it quickly changed to 
bewilderment. For it was evident 
that there were plenty of people 
who had no conception of the sac- 
rifices a life and death war en- 
tails. That is one thing the Rus- 
sians know, in that part of Te- 
heran in the unoccupied zone be- 
tween the areas assigned to the 
Russian and British forces. A 
grim, if colorful ‘reminder of war, 
however, is that in the streets of 
Teheran uniformed men of almost 
any allied country may be seen.

HEYDRICH, GUARANTOR OF DEFEAT. 

After a week and a day with a bullet in his body 
and his life in the balance, Reinhard Heydrich, the 
of those Nazi state funerals. Heydrich did much for 
Hitler. ; : 

He was in charge in Berlin during the Night of 
the Long Knives, the night of the party purge. His 
butchering was thorough. None of his victims got 
the benefit of the doubt. In 1938, he directed the 


rorized Germany to keep it safe for the Nazis, - 

The war widened his scope. With faggot and 
noose, with hunger and pain, he sought to keep 
Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, Poland, Norway, France, 
Belgium and The Netherlands safe for the Nazis. 
The job cost him his life. In the outskirts of 
Prague, on the highway to Berlin, a bullet found its 
mark. So, no doubt, there will be a state funeral. 

Then Hitler will appoint a new Hangman, In time, 
this one, too, may be shot. Or he may be able to 
surround himself with enough trusted bodyguards 
to foil violent vengeance. It is difficult to find such 
guards, hard to have implicit faith in them, More 
likely, he will sleep badly, dread poison in his food, 
be robbed by fear of all human relations with his 
fellow man. 

Fear may drive him farther than immunity would 
let him go in carrying on Heydrich’s bloody business. 
Already, 163 hostages—29 of them women—have been 
shot to atone for this assassination. More will be 
slaughtered. There is a report that 5000 have already 
have been herded together. That reward of 10,000, 
000 crowns ($235,000) ought to put hundreds of new 
names into the Gestapo books—more than enough to 
| convince Hitler that he is not discovering Heydrich’s 
assailants, but merely that some men will do any- 
thing for money—something he has known for a 
long, long time. ; 

The new Hangman may outdo Heydrich. He may 
order many more arrests in the middle of the night. 
He may build more concentration camps. He may 
starve more people, and shoot more, It will be to no 
avail. For each enemy he eliminates, he will make 
20 new ones, All over HBurope, the sullen silence 
will grow deeper. . There will be more railroad 
wrecks, more accidents in factories, more deadly 
shots out of the dark. The continent will not be 
safe for the Nazis. 

John Steinbeck has written a little book called 
“The Moon Is Down,” which has since been made 
into a play. It tells better than the cables how 
things are going for the Nazis and how they will 
continue to go. In New York, there has been some 
debate about the story because a German Army of- 
ficer—Col. Lanser—is portrayed as a respectable man 
compelling sympathy. He is no Heydrich although 
he must carry out a Heydrich’s orders. 

Some have asked whether this is not, in effect, 
pro-Nazi propaganda. The question is stupid. Stein- 
beck’s Col. Lanser is no Nazi and he does not have 
Nazi notions about war. He does not believe that 
fighting is glamorous and that conquest is easy. 
In the last war, he was in Belgium. He is a loyal 
enough German, but he has no respect for the orders 
to shoot hostages and more hostages. 

He knows how hard that makes it to get coal out 
of the mines. He knows the fear that it brings— 
fear which causes his patrols to shoot at shadows, 
fear which drives junior officers insane and sends 
them home to “mercy killings.” There is a bit of 
conversation between Lanser and the Mayor of the 
occupied town: 


Lanser looked at him and smiled a little sadly, 
“We have taken on a job, Haven't we?” , 
a “Yes,” said the Mayor, “the one impossible job 
in the world, the one thing that can’t be done.” 
“And that is?” 
“To break man’s spirit permanently.” 


The Lansers know it. They have more respect for 
their enemies than for their overlords. No, they are 
not plotting and planning to go over to the other 
side. Nothing like that. They carry on. But they 
become a less and less dependable foundation for the 
safety of the Nazis in Europe and in the Reich. 

The men who sit in conference in Berchtesgaden 
also know these things. So the new Heydrich may 
have even more German victims than his predecessor. 
Just back from the Reich, Louis Lochner, the As- 
sociated Press correspondent, reports that the Nazi 
leaders are already planning another Night of the 
Long Knives. It is scheduled for the day the fighting 
ends—when they hope to dispense with soldiers and 
Generals, Also, they are building forts at the street- 
corners of Berlin—places full.of machine-guns and 
SS men, : 

They are doing this to secure themselves and their 
loot. They plan, of course, to win this last battle. 
But they are arming themselves against the very men 
on whom they depend for conquest. The selection of 
the field testifies that the Heydrichs never win. 
They only plant the universal hate that insures 
defeat, , 
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AN ATTACK UPON FREE EXPRESSION. 

We are reprinting today an editorial from the 
New York Herald Tribune concerning the action of 
the Newspaper Guild of New York in resolving 
that Columnist Westbrook Pegler should be barred 
from contributing to the Stars and Stripes, weekly 
newspaper of the A. E. F. : 

It should be made clear that the Newspaper 
Guild of New York is only one unit of the Amer- 
ican Newspaper Guild and speaks only for itself. 
We doubt that other units of the Guild would follow 
the action of the New York unit, 

Here we have a group of newspaper men and 
women going on record to suppress the writings of 
one of their own ‘craft, and attacking his American 
patriotism. This group does not like Pegler and it 
detests his views, so it would deny him freedom of 
expression. : 

If the Army were persuaded or coerced into bar- 
ring Pegler from the Stars and Stripes, other groups 
would be encouraged to attempt to muzzle other 
writers with whose opinion they did not agree, 
either in the Stars and Stripes or elsewhere. The 
right of free expression is what we are fighting 
for, yet one group of newspaper men and women 
favors the Nazi method of suppression to the Amer- 
fean method of open and free discussion. 

In his famous letter to Mme. du Deffand, Voltaire 
said: “I disapprove of what you say, but I will de- 
fend to the death your right to say it.” The same 
principle was. expressed by the most celebrated 
American of his time, Oliver Wendell Holmes, in 
these words: “If there is any principle of the Con- 
stitution that more imperatively calls for attach- 
ment than any other, it is the principle of free

It was not an easy task. Chairman Murphy of 
the Democrats had first to take a stand against the 
sitting Democratic delegation of 19 in the’ House, 
Although he did not oppose the Senators, he did the. 
unprecedented thing of opposing the renomination 
of every last incumbent Representative. The Repub- 
licans had to work just as hard as the Democrats 
to obtain candidates in the five legislative districts 
who would be representative of community interests, 

This is no time to compare the two lists with a 
view to a choice between them in November. Both 
lists contain representatives of the business and pro- 
fessional community, One has pledged its lawyers not 
to seek continuances for criminal cases because of 
legislative service. One contains a woman who has 
been an outstanding civic worker in St. Louis. And 
sO on. 

The choice is for the voters to make after they 
have compared the candidates in their respective dis- 
tricts. To be noted today is the fact that both parties 
have gone out and got a different type of legislative 
candidate. For that the community should be deep- 
ly grateful. All who have worked in this movement 
may take satisfaction in its large measure of success. 
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A MISTAKE. 

Isham Puckett, who with his family became one 
of the original members of the LaForge project for 
the rehabilitation of sharecroppers in Southeastern 
Missouri four years ago, has been evicted from his 
home and crops. The complaint is that he worked 
part time off his land and that he showed individual 
enterprise .in the marketing of his cotton. 

If such a complaint can stand as the basis for 
an eviction from a co-operative project designed to 
rehabilitate families, something is woefully out of 
joint in the Farm Security Administration. This. 
bureaucratic ouster hurts Isham Puckett less than 
it hurts the morale of those who remain at LaForge. 
He can take care of himself. They can only won- 
der how secure they are, a wonder increased by 
the recent order on the liquidation of the project. 

This eviction is a mistake, and those who are 
responsible for it must surely realize as much in 
time,

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THE CAMPBELL HOUSE AND YALE UNIVERSITY. 

The Campbell House Foundation announced last 
week that it had failed to obtain the use of the 
Henry Shaw home in the Missouri Botanical Garden 
as a showplace for the Campbell house furnishings, 
which were purchased with public contributions a 

“year ago at auction. Jesse P. Henry, president of the 

foundation, said the explanation of the board was 
that Shaw’s will placed “definite limitations on the 
discretion of the board with respect to the use of its 
facilities.” 

This is the first news that hegotiations between 
the public-spirited St. Louisans -who saved the fur- 
nishings, and the officers of Yale University, owners 
of the Campbell house, failed to produce a mutually 
satisfactory plan for its preservation. Thus, it comes 
necessarily as a surprise to the donors to the fund. 
For no one raised any question as to the acquisition 
of the house at 1508 Locust street when the furnish- 
ings were purchased. At that time, the only fear was 
that the furniture and art objects would be scattered 
at auction before a public fund for their acquisition 
could be collected. . 

Yale appears to take the position that the Campbell 
house is only so much real estate, to be converted 
into money as soon as possible. This is a business 
point of view which is understandable. But Yale 
also will remember that it. received a windfall be- 
quest of $1,150,000 from the Campbell fortune of 
St. Louis. It can afford to co-operate in the move- 
ment to preserve the house. | 
. Indeed, Yale can hardly .afford to do otherwise. 
St. Louis is a city of 800,000 people. It is the center 
of a metropolitan area of much more than 1,000,000. 
The good will of such a community is not to be 
dismissed lightly. The Yale graduates in and about 
St. Louis have a stake in this situation. They can 
explain to President Charles Seymour that the 
Campbell house is an architectural memento of the 
fur trade on which 8t. Louis was founded, that Yale’s 
co-operation in its preservation as a museum of 
Victorian splendor would be to Yale’s benefit as well 
as to St. Louis’, | 

The decision of the Shaw's Garden board inevitably 
calla for a reopening of negotiations with Yale 
University, recipient of the Campbell fur fortune 
bequest. | :

For while we are, let us hope, gen- 
erous and chivalrous in our inten- 
tions, we need not pretend—be- 
cause no one will believe us—that 
we shall act greatly over long 
stretches of time unless we feel 
it to be self-evident that this is 
the only sensible, the only safe, the 
only profitable way to act.

And unless the promises we now 
make and the resolutions we take 
now have become ingrained in our 
common sense, they will float away 
again, as in 1919, upon thin air.

What happens will depend, I be- 
lieve, upon how the industrialists of 
America interpret the tremendous 
experience which they are now 
having. Will they think that they 


can return to normalcy in another 
Harding-Coolidge era? Will they 
think that our armies can be de- 
mobilized; and industry reconvert- 
ed and trade restored by dissolv- 
ing our alliances and dismantling 
the war controls? Will. they be- 
lieve they can have one more try 
at a policy of let-her-rip and the 
devil take the hindmost?_ . 

If they do think this, they will 
find politicians to do the dema- 
goguery to carry out such ideas. 
But if the industrialists, or any 
considerable number of them, take 
this line, they will surely ruin 
themselves. They will cause a 
national disaster. They will wreck 
all prospect of peace in the world. 
Yet we must not fool ourselves.

“Let no one think they died in 


O, standing above the graves of 

3000 Americans who perished at 

Pearl Harbor, Fieet Chaplain 
Macguire spoke. Spoke in Hono- 
lulu for us all, For there is not an 
American heart which does not 
echo those words: : 

“Don’t say we buried our dead 
with sorrow. They died manfully. 
They were buried manfully. And 
we will avenge their deaths, come 
what may!” 

We should flame at those words, 
flame as the old crusaders flamed, 
flame as our own forefathers 
flamed when they spilled their 
blood to cement this American na- 
tion. They are not easy words to 
say or hear. They will change 
every life. They will mean years 
of sacrifice and readjustment, It 
is the most sacred gift ever given 
America. It has revived an Amer- 
ica we had almost forgotten—the 
America where men literally died 
for their faith. There are times 
when men must do that. They do 
not think about it. They do not 
invent heroic terms to spur them- 
selves on. They just do the job 
they have to do and take the con- 
sequences. . 


The men A Beart Harbor did 
that. They saw the first wave of 
death that was/to shake America 
and they sprang with bared breasts 
against it.
